Mr. Hodgson, like th© nonpartisan 
leaguers who dug up this issue alter 
it was virtually dead, hurled and for­ 
got leu, dei lares that his tonnage tux 
is a new thing, and benevolent and 
beneficient 
There is no Much animal, 
und there never run he such un ani­ 
mal, us a ‘good* tonnage tax. The only 
good tonnage tux is a dead one. 
This 
on*’ was dead till Townley dug It up 
und set it on its feet, aud ever since 
it 1ms been used by two thirds of the 
men seeking votes outside of North 
eastern .Minnesota 
as 
a 
convenient 
means of boosting themselves into of­ 
fice. 
For that is what the tonnage tax 
always was and still is 
a convenient 
political stepping stone to lie used in 
sections (hut do uot know the iniqui­ 
ty aud injustice of the proposal, and 
therefore are naturally in favor of it. 
Color it. disguise it, dress it up as 
you may, the tonnage lax is simply a 
proposal to levy a special tribute upon 
a minority section of the slate. 
It is

claimed, it cannot 
be claimed, 
that the mining industry aud the min­ 
ing regions do not hoar their full 
cha re of state taxation, 
'rite figures 
would give the lie to it if the claim 
were made. 
The tonnage tax is aimed at the 
prosperity of a part of the state that 
includes one-fourth the total area of 
the state, one-eighth of its population, 
and 
here is the clue to U all 
only 
one-ninth of the total votu. 
Ami the iniquity and injustice of 
this proposal la disclosed by the fur­ 
ther fact that this region which casts 
only one ninth of the vole, by virtue 
of its iron mining industry already 
pays 
ONK-FOFRTH 
of 
the 
state's 
taxes. 
Aud its iron property is as- 
Hcssed for taxation 
twenty-five 
pet 
cent higher than uuy other property. 
Tile tonnage lax proposal is to levy 
a special tribute upon this region und 
its peculiar industry tor the benefit 
of the rest cd the state. 
No Much special tribute is levied up­ 
on the foreign ores thai compete with 
Minnesota's ores. 
No such special tribute is levied up­ 
on the orc i cd other American states 
which also compete with Minnesota's 
ores. 


The tonnage tax might legitimately 
be called a measure to impose a hand­ 
icap upon Minnesota’s iron ores for 
tile benefit of Hie iron ores of other 
states. 
Since Hie threat of suc h a penalty 
liu.s already paralyzed exploration and 
development, aud the effect of such a 
penalty would he to make it impos­ 
sible to utilize the (bilious of tons of 
lean ores not now in use, the tonnage 
tax might also he culled legitimately 
a measure to paralyze the iron mining 
industry ut Minnesota. 
Mr. Hodgson in his Fairmont speech 
said: 
"lf the time ever cornea when 
the iron mines are deserted, the state 
must assume the burden of creating 
in their place sume form of opportun­ 
ity tor those who live 
in 
Northern 
Minnesota, 
it is only just that those 
who help to c reate the need for blatti 
expenditures tor such purposes should 
he contributing in some degree to the 
liinlung fund that will finally pay the 
bill." 
Northern Minnesota, by its experi­ 
ence with the attitude of the state at 
large, has learned not to expec t that 
the state will ever contribute out of 
its treasury anything whatever to tra­ 


it is gone. 
Nor does it ask the state 
to do anything of the sort. 
In large 
part by the taxes raised locally upon 
the iron mines, Northern Minnesota 
already is developing its agriculture, 
which will create ample opportunity 
for everybody when the iron mines 
are idle, und long before. 
Yet if the 
state imposes such a rich trUnite as 
Mr. Hodgson urges, it. must inevitably 
encroach upon these local revenues, 
and thus make 
it 
impossible 
for 
Northern Minnesota 
lo 
help 
itself. 
And all Northern Minnesota asks is 
that the- state refrain from levying tri­ 
bute, and give it a fair chance to work 
out its own destiny. 
And as to the “sinking fund” idea, 
no sinking fund is proposed in thin 
measure. 
All that is proposed is a 
new source of rich revenues, every 
dollar of which the legislature will 
dissipate, us it has dissipated all other 
new revenues, without a penny’s gain 
to any taxpayer. 
When the state's indirect revenues 
were greatly increased fry an increase 
in the railroad gross earnings tax, 
the taxpayers w e re promised a red ne 
Hon in the direct state tax. 
Did they 
get It? 
They did not! 
They got, in­ 
stead, radical increases in their state; 
taxes; for the legislature* lias shown 
md only that it can spend e v e ry d o l ­ 


lar the stale; c a n furnish, hut (hut the; 
more it gets to s p e n d the more it 
wants to spend. 
The tonnage tax is a rank example; 
if sectional Injustice. 
It is a handy 
means of courting 
the; 
support 
of 
eight ninths of the voters by men who 
feel that they can defy the one ninth 
who live in the iron country and di­ 
rectly or indirectly depend upon the 
prosperity of the iron industry. 
Men who come championing such 
mon s u m of gross injustice and rank 
oppression need not expec t the* friend 
ship of the* people at whom their un­ 
derhanded blow is direc tly ulmed.
